1 fanticipate thi will be Friday, when, unless th* day changes by uhone, we 
planned It st week, ae was then here, for the purpose of going ov r my entire 
file of Archives requeste to drcide which ho vrill file suit on. he got through 
1968 only.. He took 1969 with him to study. If he approves, I will ask for ell of 
these thirgs again, in his presence, at the Archives. 1 will el«o *ek for a list 
of what the Secret Service turned over. And in his presence 1 will ask for and 
examine the entire box of originals one o*rt (which may be the. entire thing] 
of which 1 sc last week. 

jl balitv. it la important that W: make no mention of tnis at all 
until we get into court. will then be more effective. 1 am telling no one 
but tue three of you of it. it doesn’t meke too much difference whet response 

tney make, once we get into court, for no judge will ever bslicve th«.t such

When we finally agree on what we. will sue for (and wnether we 
include the *'.evy, which 1 have ccught in either deliberate lies or violation of 
its own regulations), I will let. you know that, too. 

There Is one document with he id on Ferrie that I have, unofficially. It 
cannot be properly withheld, not even as an investigetoary ft lev reason given 

me in writing. 1 anticipate Dud v/ill agree to sue for tuie, too. 

Bud wil v/ant to keep this as simple as possible and to restict it 
to what he regards as legally unassailable, ?>e will not duplicate .vhat ohu is 
doing, i have told him generally what I am about but not specifically because 
he is expending a dubious suit to include everything ± have. And Wellington is 
a much better forum#
